The celebrated pianist,Got taohalk, was 


highly amued on finding hi* performaoea 
etudied very oloaely by a icienbst who 
had pnbhshed a treatise on the num- 
ber of mascuUr efforts that may be made 
in a given fame, for thu learned 
gavant found that in one brilliant jnece 
Gotteohalk eiceededjgreatly the estimate 
he had made after careful connderaidon. 
The number of consecutive percnsaionn 
given out were found to be quite aston- 
whtng. Although Qottaohalk pretended 
to be gratelv entertained by hia cntics 
and their widely differing points of view, 
yet he must have already Known that his 
physical strength was great. Although 
to all appearance delicately constituted, 
he wrestled with the muscular giants 
who were engaged in moving his heavy 
concert pianos, and with a success that 
astonished them so greatly as to make it 
a subject of conversation to the present 
day. 
— 


When Bolow was on his concert-tour 


through Germany and Austria he met 
Bnbenstfein at Vienna. They were both 
playing on the Bozendorfer pianofortes, 
but Bulow would not play onBuben- 
stein's instrument He would have an- 
other one provided for his use. Prof. 
Schmidt, of that city, being curious to 
learn the real reason of thu determina- 
tion, examined the " touch " of each in- 
strument, respecting the depth the key 
sank and the weight required to depress 
them to the lowest point. The piano- 
forte that Rubenstein played required 
an average weight of eighty-eight grams 
(one gram being equal to fifteen and a 
half grains), while Bnlow's required an 
average of 105 grams. Therefore the 
keys of the Bubenstein pianoforte were 
easier to put in action than those of Bil- 
low's pianoforte, but on the other hand 
the keys sank fully twenfy-five per 
cent, deeper than Billow's, so that the 
action of both pianos made pretty equal 
demands on the physical powers of the 
respective performers. 
But if Bulow 


had played on Bnbenstem's instrument 
he would have found his hands sinking 
too deep, for they are small. To play 
on an instrument with a deep touch one 
must have long fingers. 


Prof. Schmidt counted the number of 


notes played by Rubinstein at one of his 
concerts and found them to be 62,990 in 
number, and therefore equal to a pres- 
sure of 988J pounds in weight. On the 
Bulow instrument they would be equal 
to apressureof 1,1905-8pounds. 


When it is considered that something 


more than pressure is needed in a bril- 
liant fortissimo, and on a large instru- 
ment in a large hall, and that a high de- 
gree of velocity must be given to the 
hammer and not the mere motion due to 
some weight, some estimate of the ex- 
penditure of force necessary to deliver 
such percussive accents from the fingers, 
may be made —Home Journal.

Novel Solution of the Road Ques- 
tion. 


Roofing in roads is not entirely a 


new idea, as it has been djscussed in 
newspapers for some time, but prac 
tically it is new in this State. It 
would be good in many respects; 
wh^n people are caught oat in stonud; 
when hauling loads in extreme hot 
weather-, or when the mud is so deep 
and impassable as it has been last 
fall and winter. No doubt, roofed 
roads would be passable at all sea- 
sons of the year, and that a simple 
turnpike of prairie soil wotfld keep 
them smooth at all times. The qnes 
tion of importance is: Can the peo- 
ple afford the expense? The sides 
would need to be wholly or partly 
open, and'the framework should be 
made proof against tornadoes, which 


liable to unroof them or tear 


them to pieces. If such objections 
can be obviated, then roofed roads 
are no donbt the cheapest and most 
desirable that can be made, costing 
much less than gravel, macadam, 
brick or stone. It appears that a 
trial of roofed roads is to be made in 
this State. The citizens of Collins- 
ville, Madison county, have sub- 
scribed $10,300 towards a "shed 
road" between that place and East 
St. Louis. The proposed thorough- 
fare is to be "covered with a gable 
roof of planks, and the Alton Ttk- 
grapli thinks it may be the "first step 
toward the solution of the road prob- 
lem in Illinois."

Futt Hail Out or Chicaco. 


Atelegiwatram Chicago states that a 


proposal hag been made, and is being vig- 
orously worked up, to establish a fast 
mail over the Chicago and Alton Bail- 
road, between Chicago and Springfield, 
DL, and Kansas City. Capt White, of 
the postal service, has had several inter- 
views with the Postmaster General on the 
•abject, and has urged that part of the 
appropriations for fast mail service be 
devoted to tifis improvement The inten- 
tion is to start a train from Chicago about 
430 a. HL, which shall reach Rood house, 
237 miles from Chicago, in time to connect 
wth the train from St Louis, via the 
Alton, St Louis and Kansas City Line.— 
This plan would give Kansas City, Spring- 
field and other points on the line mail 
and newspapers from Chicago as early as 
they now get the St Louis mails, and 
would quicken the time between Chicago 
and St Louis by 12 to 13 hours. The 
train would carry passengers and make aa 
fast time as the limited express trains 
between here and New York. This ar- 
rangement, if realized, will give onr peo- 
ple Chicago dailies and «""l matter at 
noon, as the fast tram will connect with 
the east bound day mail train which 
leaves Springfield at 9:30 a. m.
